Commissioner Raymond: Mr. 
Mayor, I should like to say a few 
words to the Commission on a very 
important matter affecting the City 
of Newark, and introduce a resolution 
as a basis for action by the Commis- 
sion if the Board sustains my view 
in the matter. 


We have entered into a contract 
with the North Jersey District Water 
Commission to develop a system of 
water known as the “Wanaque Devel- 

opment,” 


at a cost, by contract of in Clinton Street. 
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Nine Million Dollars. There is no 
question from the statements made 
by the Commission, by my Engineers, 
the Consulting Engineers and by 
others, that this work will not cost 
Nine Million Dollars, but from Twelve 
to Sixteen Million Dollars. Whatever 
the legal aspect of such a situation 
is, whether that constitutes a breach 
of contract which authorizes the City 
of Newark to break off from its rela- 
tions with the North Jersey District 
Water Commission, I am not prepared 
to say, it is a matter for the Corpo- 
ration Counsel to decide; also what 
action he will take for the City on 
such a line of procedure. But, one 
thing is sure, the City of Newark is 
the only party to this contract and the 
money of the people of Newark is be- 
ing spent by four Commissioners, one 
of whom comes from Hudson, one 
from Passaic, one from Monmouth 
and one from Montclair, and that this 
money which the City of Newark is 
putting up is not being watched or 
spent by a single representative of 
Newark. Moreover, the four Commis- 
sioners, at a salary of $3,500 a year 
each are doing work which could 
easily be handled in my department 
for a good deal less money. I am 
told the administrative exepenses of 
this Commission as years go by will 
mount up, and that it will amount to 
two or three hundred thousand dol- 
lars. The labor, the unemployed in 
the City of Newark are not given the 
first chance of employment on this de- 
velopment. Workmen are drawn from 
all other sections of the State, and 
our laboring men appeal in vain to 
get work there. Appraisals of prop-

abandoned and the whole thing coula 
be done by the Bureau of Water by 
one or two engineers and a few in- 
spectors. ' 


Moreover, if this development is 
permitted to go forward on the pres- 
ent lines, it is going to make the 
water from that development so ex- 
pensive that no one will want it; no 
one will take it, and Newark will be 
unable to market the water it has paid 
for. 


We come to this situation: Next 
Friday the Board of Conservation and 
Development meets at Trenton. Some 
years ago they made a grant to the 
North Jersey District Water Commis- 
sion for the benefit of Paterson and 
Newark, I believe, (am I right?) to 
develop this supply, and that grant 
stands today as a grant for the bene- 
fit of not only Newark, but others as 
may come in and participate, which 


Newark for two years has been carry- ` 


ing on entirely. Newark has already 
put two million dollars in this develop- 
ment. I desire to get from this Board 
authorization to take such steps as 
may seem proper looking toward the 
cutting off from our shoulders of this 
old man of the sea, the North Jersey 
District Water Commission; looking 
toward our having it declared by le- 
gislation or otherwise, that the two 
and a quarter million dollars already 
put in it is equitably something that 
belongs to the City of Newark, and 
the whole development so far as it has 
gone forward is the property of New- 
ark and the future development be 
carried on by the City, and that I be 
permitted to appeal to Conserva- 
tion Board. for a rehearing and to 
have given to the City of Newark the 
right to develop that supply, the ex- 
clusive right.

Dear Sir: 


There has been referred to the 
Treasury for consideration your letter 
of October 3rd, addressed to George 
B. Christian, Esq., Secretary to the 
President, transmitting a copy of a 

` resolution which was handed to the 

Board of City Commissioners of the 
City of Newark by the Federation of 
Improvement Associations, Inc., New- 
ark, New Jersey. I note that the re- 
solution urges that the United States 
Government recognize all United 
States World War bonds as legal 
tender. The Treasury regards this 
suggestion as absolutely out of the 
question. It would mean, in sub- 
stance, that there be added to the 
currency of the country nearly $20,- 
000,000,000 face amount of new legal 
tender, or about four times the out- 
standing circulation. It is obvious 
that the result would be untold harm 
to the country and untold suffering to 
the people. 


Liberty bonds and Victory notes are 
evidences of indebtedness of the 
United States, and should be treated 
as investments, not as spending 
money. Liberty bonds and Victory 
notes are not currency and were never 
intended to circulate as currency. 
Should legal tender currency be sub- 
- stituted for Liberty bonds or Victory 
notes, or the outstanding bonds and 
notes given legal tender qualities, it 
would result in unprecedented infla- 


tion, disrupt business througheut the 
country, and arbitrarily upset all 
prices. This would put a much heavier 
and more unequal burden on the com- 
munity than does the existing war 
debt in its present form. Through in- 
creased prices and increased cost of 
living, it would put a heavy tax on 
the community, which would fall the 
heaviest on those least able to bear 
it. 


There is no oceasion moreover, for 
any such action. The currency needs 
of the country are already amply pro- 
vided for under existing law, partic- 
ularly through the operation of the 
Federal Reserve System, and so far 
as the Treasury is advised there is no 
currency shortage. The Federal Re- 
serve note has proven itself to be an 
elastic form of currency, expanding 
and contracting with the demands of 
the nations business and no new form 
of currency is needed. The world in 
general is not suffering from any 
shortage of currency or credits. On 
the contrary, credits have been greatly 
expanded since the beginning of the 
war period and there has been wide- 
spread inflation of currencies. Several 
countries of Europe show the disas- 
trous effects of the policy of unlimited 
currency issues. It is true than in 
consequence of the destruction and 
waste of war there is a great shortage 
of capital, but this shortage can be 
made good only by the development 
of productive enterprise and the pro- 
motion of saving. It cannot be cured 
by issues of paper currency by Gov~ 
ernments.
